’ Unlike other large groups of’ 
Europeans who are pressing to 


move from one. country. to 
another, the Italians are not 
shunted into’ police barracks 


when they arrive. Despite the 
evident lack of passports, visas 
or immigration ordera, French 
officials greet . the newcomers 
with joy. They are filted out 
with new clothes, given inden- 
tity cards and—more important 
—hot meals. Following a 
medical check-up, they are slgn- 
ed up’ for work. : 


An estimated 20,000 | have 
crossed the border illegally since 
liberation; and preparetions are 
under way to authorise the pas- 
sage of 200,000 more before the 
end of this year. 


Members of the French 
Ministry of Labour and the 
Ministry of Population greet the 
incoming Italians, whether they 
enter France illegally or not, 
with a sigh of relief.
